Check it out if you ... have someone special you 
want to impress with new moves, are interested in 
meeting new people every three minutes, don’t want 
to sit off to the side and watch other people dancing 
at your next night out. 

The details: From 6 to 8 p.m. Saturdays you can 
take a professionally led group tango lesson for 
$25. Calling ahead is encouraged and classes often 
include about 20 to 30 people, bringing in packs 
of college students, young graduates and couples 
looking for a way to socialize and learn something 
new. Everyone gets individual attention and even 
people with no experience are likely to be able to at 
least move to the beat and handle some basic steps 
by the end of the first night.

The Spirit’ latest superhero to hit comics-crazed box office

You don’t need to be a com- 
ics nerd to know a little bit 
about Batman, Spider-Man or 
Iron Man— or any number of 
the X-Men, for that matter. 
But as the comics-to-movies 
craze continues to explode, 
there have been quite a few 
new characters making their 
way to the big screen who 
may be unfamiliar to some 
audiences. Case in point: The 
Spirit. The hero created by 
the late comics master Will 
Eisner makes his big-screen 
debut Thursday in the movie 
of the same name directed by 
Frank Miller. (That’s the guy 
behind the hit flicks “300” 
and “Sin City”) Miller’s new 
movie has been getting a lot 
of buzz, even though there’s 
been very little background 
for casual audiences. But fear 
not. If all you know about 
“The Spirit” is that it’s about a 
crime-fighting guy who might 



or might not be dead and who 
encounters a slew of smoking- 
hot babes in his pursuit of bad 
guys, RedEye is here to help. 
Here are the Top 10 things 
you need to know about 
“The Spirit”— before it hits

THE SPIRIT 

D Played by newcomer 
Gabriel Macht, the 
titular hero once was known 
as detective Denny Colt, who 
was shot-and apparently 
killed-in the line of duty. His 
mysterious “resurrection” 
leads to his taking on the 
persona of the Spirit, a 
ghost who seeks vengeance 
against those who would 
prey on the weak. 


□ CENTRAL CITY 

Just like Superman’s 
Metropolis and 
Batman’s Gotham City, 
the home of the Spirit is 
a character in itself. The 
streets are always lit by 
lamplight and the gutters 
are choked with trash and 
rainwater. It’s the city that 
the Spirit has dedicated 
himself to protecting. 


D THE OCTOPUS 

The Spirit’s arch- 
nemesis is played by 
the godfather of Geekdom, 
Samuel L. Jackson. After 
assuming the role of a Jedi 
Master in the “Star Wars” 
updates, Jackson takes a 
turn as the nefarious villain 
who is out to destroy the 
Spirit. Unlike in the movie, 
the Octopus’ face has never 


been seen in the comics. 

D sandsaref 

Eva Mendes plays this 
sexy siren whom the 
Octopus hires to take down 
the Spirit. Unlike his other 
enemies. Sand Saref holds 
a deadly advantage over 
the hero-they were once 
teenage lovers. If he doesn’t 
watch out, she’ll break his 
heart-quite literally! 


D SILKEN FLOSS 

Played by Scarlett 
Johansson, this blond 
bombshell has been in the 
Spirit comic since the 1950s 
and is an ally to the Octopus 
in the film. Given Denny 
Colt’s rocky relationships 
with the ladies in his world. 
Silken Floss would just as 
soon kill him as kiss him. 
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It’s Miller time 


‘Spirit’ director ready for a transformation

SAN FRANCISCO No comic-book creator has seen 
his work brought to the screen with more rever- 
ence than Frank Miller, 
whose ultra-violent 
graphic novels “300” 
and “Sin City” were 
adapted to film practi- 
cally panel by panel. “It 
is very strange,” Miller 
said, “to draw some- 
thing and then have it 
come alive in front of 
you. You start to feel 
like a low-rent god, but, 
in my case, one with 
major feet of clay” 

Now this minor 
deity, who favors fedo- 
ras and Winston ciga- 
rettes, is attempting a 
new type of Hollywood 
trick, and it starts on 
Christmas Day, no 
less; that’s the release 
date of “The Spirit,” 
the superhero film 
that Miller hopes will 
complete his unlikely 
transformation from 
comic-book artist to successful movie director, 
a career path that did not seem possible even 
at the start of this decade. “The Dark Knight” 
and “Iron Man” might have racked up historic 
box-office numbers this summer, but if Miller 
succeeds with this particular pop-culture leap, 
it will be the most dramatic proof that comics 
have become hard-wired into the circuitry of 
Hollywood. 

With its dramatic use of color, stylized grit 
and dream-time physics, “The Spirit” will 
remind some viewers of “Sin City,” the 2005 
film co-directed by Robert Rodriguez and 
Miller that served as the comic-book artist’s 
crash course in filmmaking. Unlike that film, 
however, it is laced with a fedora romance and 


screwball comedy sensibility that makes it a 
digitalized kindred soul to “Dick Tracy” Warren 
Beatty’s 1990 film. 

“It’s very different than the look and feel of 
‘Sin Citf and ‘300’ because the source mate- 
rial is so different,” Miller said earlier this year 
while taking a break from his labors at the 
Orphanage, a postproduction facility in San 
Francisco’s Presidio. “ ‘The Spirit’ is its own, 
full-color world.” 

It’s interesting that Miller, the most impor- 
tant comic-book artist of the past 25 years, chose 
to make his solo directorial debut with some- 
body else’s superhero, and a relatively obscure 
and vintage one at that. The Spirit was created 
in 1940 by the late, great Will Eisner, a beloved 


figure in comics who brought a cinematic flair 
to his drawing board that influenced several 
generations. No one admired Eisner more than 
Miller— in 2005, shortly after Eisner’s death, the 
book “Eisner/Miller” hit shelves with 350 pages 
of collected conversation between the artists as 
a sort of comic-book sector version of the land- 
mark 1967 film book “Hitchcock/Truffaut.” 

“I adored Will Eisner and took a real ‘Don’t 
tread on me’ approach when I came to this 
movie. At the same time I was willing to tread 
all over it. I knew Will always wanted to do 
something fresh and new, not some stodgy old 
thing that aspires to be revered. I don’t want 
anybody to bow to this movie. I want a ripping 
good yarn. It is not an antique.”

The biggest 
differences 
between “The 
Spirit” and “Sin 
City” or “300” 
are the romances 
and the cartoon 
combat; the Spirit 
and Octopus 
both have a sort 
of Wile E. Coyote 
invincibility by 
the time they 
duke it out, and 
they whack each 
other with cinder 
blocks, spanner 
wrenches and 
even a toilet with a 
jolly unreality that 
makes the film 
seem something 
like “The Mask” 
meets “Green 
Hornet.”

It’s shaping up to be a great sea- 
son for costume design. Looking 
for proof? Look no further than 
the stylized comic book caper 
“The Spirit.” 

If there’s any film coming out 
this season that has the power to 
start trends, it’s likely to be Erank 
Miller’s crime story Although it is 
set in a highly stylized world, there 
is much that’s familiar. Unlike 
so many other superheroes, the 
Spirit (Gabriel Macht) doesn’t 
dress in a unitard and cape. He has 
no superpowers. He’s an everyman 
hero— updated from the comic 
book original to wear high-top 
sneakers, a fedora, a trench coat 
that floats in the wind and a red 
necktie that’s a beacon of hope in 
his hometown of Central City 

Eva Mendes (jewel thief Sand 
Saref) is well drawn in costume 
designer Michael Dennison’s 
i940s-inspired black-and-white 
suit and lacy dressing gowns. And 
Scarlett Johansson (Silken Eloss) 
plays the villain’s sexy librarian 
sidekick in feathery fake eye- 
lashes and cat’s-eye glasses. 

But it is the Octopus (Samuel 
L. Jackson) who really shines, 
with wigs, eye makeup and a 
series of outfits that cast him 
as fashionable versions of vil- 
lainous archetypes, including a 
Western outlaw in a duster coat 
and leather hat, a samurai warrior 
in a kimono and obi belt, a Nazi 
soldier in jodhpurs and boots, 
and a murderous pimp in a fur 
coat and hat.

Without 
spoiling anything, know that “Seven Pounds” is 
as monotone and manipulative as movies get, 
speaking almost completely in vague generalities 
to string you along until it decides to tell a story 
Which it never really does. The script overflows 
with questionable emotional choices that insult 
concepts of life, death and love while refusing to 
analyze guilt and atonement— even stooping to 
imply that some people deserve to live more than 
others. Dawson’s performance is the lone bright 
spot in a film that’s a lie and a tease, and it boasts 
possibly the most ridiculous death scene you’ve 
seen this decade.

Big Three get 
$17.4M bailout 

Citing imminent danger to the national econ- 
omy, President Bush ordered an emergency 
bailout of the U.S. auto industry Friday, offer- 
ing $17.4 billion in rescue loans and demand- 
ing tough concessions from the deeply trou- 
bled carmakers and their workers. 

Detroit’s Big Three cheered the action and 
vowed to rebuild their once-mighty industry, 
though they acknowledged the road would be 
anything but smooth as they fight their way 
back from the brink of bankruptcy 

The autoworkers union complained the 
deal was too harsh on its members, while 
Bush’s fellow Republicans in Congress said it 
was simply bad business to bail out yet anoth- 
er big industry 

Bush, who signed the massive $700 billion 
rescue for financial institutions just this fall, 
said he was reluctant to approve yet another 
government bailout of private business. But 
he said that allowing the massive auto indus- 
try to collapse in the middle of what already 
is a severe downturn “could send our suffering 
economy into a deeper and longer recession.”

G-ROD: I’VE DONE 
NOTHING WRONG 


Gov Blagojevich said Friday at a news coference that he has 
“done nothing wrong” and will not resign in the face of federal 
corruption charges. 

“I will fight. I will fight. I will fight until I take my last breath,” 
he said. ‘And Fm not going to quit a job that people hired me to 
do because of false accusations and a political lynch mob.” 

Blagojevich, however, did not get into the specifics of the 
political corruption charges he faces, saying he’s “not going to talk 
about this case in 30 -second sound bites ... on the TV news.” 

“I am dying to answer these charges. I am dying to show you 
how innocent I am,” he said. 

“I intend to answer every allegation that comes my way 
However, I intend to answer them in the appropriate forum— in 
a court of law. And when I do, I am absolutely certain that I will 
be vindicated,” Blagojevich said. 

The governor went on to quote from the poem “If” by Rudyard 
Kipling. He also asked the people of Illinois for patience. 

‘Afford me the same rights that you and your children have. 
The presumption of innocence. The right to defend yourself,” 
he said. 

“Now I know there are some powerful forces arrayed against 
me. It’s kind of lonely right now But I have on my side the most 
powerful ally there is: the truth. Besides, I have the personal 
knowledge that I have not done anything wrong.” 

Blagojevich read a statement and did not take questions.
